Various 
schemes for the rejuvenation of the 
old fair were discussed pro and con, 
and the conclusion was finally reach- 
ed, in the classic words of John Hog- 
gins: "Nothing to be did." 

It now seems to have been fully 
settled that the historic Bourbon 
County Fair after sixty-three years of 
existence is going out of business. 
The directors have voted to dissolve 
the association and it is considered 
probable that the grounds win be sub- 
divided and sold in building lots 
The Bourbon Fair claimed the proud 
distinction of being the oldest fair 
west of the Alleghany Mountains, but 
in recent years it has been poorly 
patronized. County fairs come and 
go as a rule and not many of them 
have held on half as long as the 
Bourbon fair. "It was a good old 
wagon" for the agricult\u*al interests 
of the coonty, bat it has 'liroken 

down." 

One of the promoters remarked as 
the group passed out of the Court 
House, "Poor Old Paris can't have 
anything but politics, busted finance 
and seandals!"

At the conference of Wool Growers 
at Washington last week it was point- 
ed out that in the farming States the 
dog menace deters a great many 
farmers from attempting to keep sheep 
at all. It was stated that the govern- 
ment lliroijgh the Bilogical Survey 
was doing a great deal toward con- 
trolling the wild animal pests in the 
west. Texas has gone in very heavi- 
ly for bounty paying in the destruc- 
tion of wolves, coyotes and in bears, 
and it was stated that before the (;ou- 
ference that last year Texas expend- 
ed almost 190,000 in bounties and ob- 
ta^ed more than 75,000 animal scalps. 
The records indicate that wild animal 
pests are heing reduced in Texas more 
rapidly than in any of the other sheep- 
raising States. The conference rec- 
commended a campaign of educatiou 
througliout the farming States and 
the enactment of dog laws that would 
tend to reduce this menace to the 
slieep-raising industry.
